Fuel price quiz from MP 


WYRE "FOREST MP Mark Gamier is quizzing 
big petrol retailers about their prices locally. 

The MP has written to Sainsbury’s, Tesco and 
Exon Mobile (Esso) asking why their fuel prices 
in Kidderminster are higher than in other local 
towns or cities such as Wolverhampton. 

Mr Gamier pointed to Sainsbury’s Wednes- 
field on Rookery Street, Wolverhampton which 
was charging 129.9 pence per litre of unleaded 
petrol on the same day that the Kidderminster 
store on Carpet Traders Way was asking for 
135.9 pence. 

In his letter to the chief executives of the three 


companies, Mr Gamier said: “I am very much 
aware that, owing to a number of factors, the 
current price of oil is incredibly high. 

“I also understand that the impact of such 
factors will inevitably filter down to the pockets 
of my constituents. 

“However, please could you explain why your 
outlets are charging up to five pence more per 
litre in Kidderminster when the distance 
between these petrol stations is less than 20 
miles?”

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We need somewhere to 
breathe, says traveller 


“WE DON’T WANT to intrude on anyone — and we don’t want anyone 
intruding on us.” 

So says 51-year-old mother-of-six and grandmother Ann Nunn, one of the 
dozens of “travellers” and gipsies who have been settled in the Stourport area 
for generations. 

Tempers are running high in the Wyre Forest district as the local council has been 
asking residents for their views on seven potential new sites for gipsies and travellers. 

At a series of public meetings - each attended by hundreds of people - it has been appar¬ 
ent that few residents in the areas earmarked want the travelling families living nearby. 

Many have claimed that thousands of 
pounds have been wiped off the value of 
their homes by the very suggestion that 
sites nearby are being considered as suit¬ 
able for gipsies and travellers. 

Wyre Forest District Council says it 
needs to allocate land for 43 extra pitches — 
each with space for 1.7 caravans - around 
the Kidderminster, Stourport and Bewdley 
areas between now and 2022, as well as a 
site for travelling showpeople who run 
businesses such as circuses and fair¬ 
grounds. 

But Ann, daughter of an old travelling 
family, who has lived in Stourport for most 
of her 51 years, reckons even more pitches 
will be needed.

Outrage of 
residents 






WYRE FOREST District Council’s propos¬ 
als to create 43 new pitches for gipsies and 
travellers have sparked outrage from local 
residents from the start. 

A meeting of the council’s special 
overview and scrutiny committee had to be 
abandoned when too many people turned 
up and members decided it posed a health 
and safety risk. 

Eight of the 15 original sites were 
dropped, but residents fear that means a 
greater chance of approval for the others. 

The remaining sites include Manor Farm 
in Stourport, which the consultants’ report 
says is “vacant”. Farmer Tim Barnes, who 
has lived at the site for more than 50 years, 
says the farm - owned by the district council 
and leased to the family - is home to three 
businesses, employing six people. 

The other sites the council is consulting 
the public on are Stourport Road, Bewdley; 
the former Lea Castle Hospital, Cookley; 
the former Sion Hill School, Broadwaters, 
Kidderminster; land adjacent to Nunn’s 
Corner, Stourport; Saiwen, Stourport; and 
The Gables Yard, Stourport. Consultations 
conclude tomorrow (November 18).

“Over the next 11 years a lot more chil¬ 
dren will be born because travellers get 
married earlier, at about 17 to 19 years 
old,” she said.

Pitched battle 
that may close 
hockey club 

A HOCKEY CLUB which is almost 120 years old may he forced to close 
after losing its pitch to make way for foothall and rughy teams instead. 

The whistle could he blown on Kidderminster Hockey Cluh after King 
Charles I School, where its members play home matches, won funding from the 
Football Association towards a £500,000 new pitch. 

The FA insists the pile of the artificial grass “carpet” surface must be 65mm, which 
would be suitable for football or rugby - but too long for hockey. The club has been told it 
will have to leave at the end of the hockey season in March. 

Chairman Chris Longmore said: “We feel we’ve been stabbed in the back - we’ve been 
there for 25 years and some years ago paid £20,000 to help refurbish the pitch. 

“We are now in the process of going round 
pitches in towns as far away as Halesowen 
and Bromsgrove to check on availability of 
pitches for the 2012-13 season — we either 
find somewhere else or will have to close 
down. 

“And if we move to another town, fewer 
players will come back to our clubhouse 
afterwards and we will lose members.” 

Mr Longmore said that the only other 
hockey pitches in the Wyre Forest district 
were two at the home of Kidderminster’s 
rival club, Stourport. 

And, although Wyre Forest Council was 
looking at creating a third pitch, that devel¬ 
opment is at least 18 months away and the 
funding not certain. 

Requirements 

Tim Gulliver, head teacher of King 
Charles I School, said: “I do empathise and 
feel for Chris and Kidderminster Hockey 
Club. But football and rugby is what young 
people are interested in and very few of our 
youngsters play hockey. 

“Our young people and the local commu¬ 
nity will gain far more benefit if we have a 
pitch for football and rugby. We’d love to 
meet Kidderminster Hockey Club’s require¬ 
ments but the FA needs a set surface.” 

The FA has offered to pay half the 
£500,000 cost of the new pitch, with the 
school finding the rest through fundraising, 
capital funding and grants. 

Kidderminster Hockey Club, which was 
founded in 1892 and based at Chester Road 
Sporting Club, has three men’s and one 
ladies’ sides and around 60 members.

Woman’s £20,000 
father-in-law scam 


AKIDDERMINSTER woman who stole almost 
£20,000 from her 85-year-old father-in-law in a 
“cruel” two-year scam is behind bars after 
admitting five charges of fraud. 

Debra Addison, aged 46, siphoned off the cash 
from partially-sighted pensioner Kenneth Addison 
to pay for items ranging from a £7.98 book to a 
£1,000 cruise for herself and her husband. 

She was jailed for 20 
months at Worcester Crown 
Court after pleading guilty. 

Judge Philip Parker QC 
told the hearing that Mr 
Addison had been “devas¬ 
tated” hy the loss of savings, 
accumulated through a 
frugal lifestyle. The action 
had affected the level of care 
he could afford. 

“These were cruel frauds 
carried out on a very vulner¬ 
able man who trusted you 
implicitly” he told her. 

Mr Matthews Barnes, 
prosecuting, said Addison 
had been an administrator 
for a local council for 25 
years and was trusted by 
the family to look after the 
elderly man’s accounts. 

The racket was only 
revealed when other 
members of the family dis¬ 
covered money was missing. 

Miss Cathlyn Orchard, 
defending, said Addison had 
managed her father-in- 
law’s affairs for five years 
before the fraud started.

A YOUTH snatched a ciga¬ 
rette from a man’s mouth 
and punched him when he 
protested.

A LANDMARK Wyre Forest house which was 
named after former Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin has been sold for £280,000 at auction. 

Bids flooded in for the three-bedroom Baldwin 
Lodge which is a short distance from Astley Hall in 
Stourport where the statesman died in 1947. 

Baldwin, who had three 
spells in office at Downing 
Street in the 1920s and 
1930s, was horn in nearhy 
Lower Park in Bewdley. 

The property named in 
honour of Bewdley’s most 
famous son went under the 
hammer at a Halls’property 
auction in Kidderminster 
and included two outbuild¬ 
ings, a chalet, courtyard 
and gardens. 

Duncan Foulkes, 

spokesman for the auction¬ 
eers, said the house, which 
is in need of being refur¬ 
bished, attracted a lot of 
interest from buyers. 

“After an opening bid of 
£200,000, the bidding rose 
quickly and the property 
was purchased for £280,000 
by a local lady,” he said. 

Wars 

Baldwin first entered the 
House of Commons as an 
MP for Bewdley in 1908. 

He was Prime Minister 
three times in the period 
between the First and 
Second World Wars and also 
held the positions of Chan¬ 
cellor of the Exchequer and 
President of the Board of 
Trade. 

He later become the First 
Earl Baldwin of Bewdley 
and was also a Knight of the 
Garter. The father of six 
died aged 80. 

His ashes are buried at 
Worcester Cathedral and 
many people visit every 
year to pay tribute to the 
famous politician. 

Other lots in the auction 
included 19.35 acres of 
pasture land at Drakelow 
Lane, Wolverley, near Kid¬ 
derminster, which sold for 
£120,000. 

The majority of the site, 
which is accessed off 
Drakelow Lane, is light 
pasture land with a small 
area of scrubland.

A £1.1MILLI0N restoration 
project on a nearly 200-year-old 
landmark bridge near Stourport 
has been completed. 

Work has been carried out to 
strengthen the Grade Il-listed Holt 
Fleet Bridge, which was designed by 
engineer Thomas Telford. 

A series of roadworks and a weight- 
restriction limit had been in place while the 
repairs were carried out, leading to delays 
for people travelling between Kiddermin¬ 
ster and Worcester. The bridge, which 
carries the A443 across the River Severn, 
has been reinforced and repainted. 

The work took place following the intro¬ 
duction of an emergency 7.5 tonne weight 
restriction two years ago due to safety fears 
at the spot. That restriction has now been 
lifted to open up the route to both commuter 
and commercial traffic. 


Councillor John Smith OBE, Worcester¬ 
shire County Council’s cabinet member for 
highways and transport, said: “This is great 
news. The removal on the 7.5 tonne weight 
limit that was imposed on the bridge two 
years ago was an important objective to 
allow traffic unrestricted use of the road 
again and reopening this area of Worcester¬ 
shire to business. 

Complex 

“The bridge is a very complex cast iron 
structure and is nearly 200-years-old. The 
essential repairs were equally complex, but 
we are very pleased with the result of com¬ 
pletion on time and within the budget. 

“I’d like to express my gratitude to 
motorists and those living locally for their 
patience whilst the essential works have 
been carried out and to the contractor, 
Volker Laser.” 

The 150ft bridge was constructed 
between 1826 and 1828.

Anthony Horowitz: the

SIR Arthur Conan Doyle’s great detective, Sherlock 
Holmes, is back in the first novel actually commissioned 
by the author’s estate. The House of Silk (hardback, Orion, 

£18.99) by Anthony Horowitz. 

Of course. Holmes is a master of the comeback. Conan Doyle 
apparently first killed him off when Holmes and his nemesis the 
criminal mastermind Professor Moriarty, plunged into the 
Reichenbach Falls in The Final Solution, first published in the 
Strand Magazine in 1893 and later included in The Memoirs of 
Sherlock Holmes. However, so great was the outcry that the Scot¬ 
tish writer brought him back for another series of adventures, and 
Holmes was eventually to die in retirement on the South Downs 
having finally found time for his hobby of beekeeping. 

The final collection of Holmes stories. The Case-Book of Sher¬ 
lock Holmes, was published in 1927, three years before the 
author’s death. 

There have, of course, been lots I 
of stories in print and on screen f 
involving Holmes and his friend 
and biographer Dr John Watson 
since then, but this is the first work 
to be added to the official canon 
by Conan Doyle’s estate. It comes , 
at a time when the iconic detective 
has never been more popular, the 

two most recent manifestations of his enduring appeal being Guy 
Ritchie’s actionman movie version and Steven Moffat and Mark 
Gatiss’ more cerebral and stylish 21st century updating in a BBC 
TV drama. 

But the elementary question remains, is it any good? The 
answer is an emphatic yes. The estate chose wisely in Horowitz 
who, though he is best known as a children’s author for his hugely 
successful Alex Rider adventures, was the screenwriter who 
adapted Agatha Christie’s fastidious Belgian detective Hercule 
Poirot to television. 

The House of Silk is full of references that Holmes afficionados 
will recognise and enjoy but it is also a cracking crime mystery in 
its own right. 

The set -up is the discovery of a manuscript, 100 years after the 
death of Holmes, which is Watson’s account of a case so contro¬ 
versial and shocking that it could not be published. 

So the game is afoot, again. An apparently straightforward 
case of an Irish-American ruffian seeking revenge on a London 
art dealer, because he was named alongside the millionaire who 
put trigger-happy Pinkerton agents on his gang’s trail, proves to 
be more complex. When one of Holmes’ Baker Street Irregulars, 
the street urchins who act as his eyes and ears in the criminal 
underworld, is brutally murdered Holmes vows to bring the mys¬ 
terious House of Silk to justice. 

Horowitz suggests Conan Doyle’s style without copying it (that 
could risk parody) and his descriptions are sometimes more 
detailed than those that Conan Doyle would give. He also omits 
the original author’s more archaic turns of phrase. Cften Conan 
Doyle’s stories feature long periods of dialogue that read like a 
script whereas Horowitz creates a richly atmospheric London of 
fog, poverty and lurking evil. 

It is easy to deduce which book crime fiction fans should be 
reading this winter. Leon Burakowski

Rio grand on motorway and around the lanes 


KIA has been steadily advancing its 
range with the ambition to have the 
newest line-up in the UK and the 
Rio is its latest car. 

The Rio is a direct competitor to cars 
such as the Fiesta and Corsa so it 
needs to be good to compete in this 
market - and first impressions are 
excellent.

The Rio has been restyled and is a new 
take on the classic wedge style. What this 
means for me is that there is great ratio of 
bodywork to glass. 

Sometimes cars in this sector look more 
like greenhouses on wheels than stylish cars 




so top marks to Kia here. In terms of practi¬ 
cality the Rio has a large boot, which I did 
manage to fill, so can bear testament to its 
load carrying capacity. 

On the inside Kia has also done a great job 
with the height adjustable driver’s seat and 
steering column. The instrument cluster is 
well designed with the three clock binnacle 
and numerous switches on the steering 
wheel which all fell easily to hand. 

Other switches are in the centre and are 
toggle type switches, which I really liked. 
Also the rear seats can be folded down to 
create even more space if needed. 

For a first test I had a drive from London to 
Shropshire - so if the Kia was not going to 
cut it, this would be a good way to find out. 

Bearing in mind it is a 1.1 litre engine I was 
surprised that it pulled so well and very 
quickly the Rio settled into its stride on the 
motorway. Keeping pace in the outside lane 
was no problem and with the nice six- 
gearbox it was not tiring to drive, 
boot, it was achieving nearly 80mpg! 

How can I put this? With budget 
sometimes there is a flaw in the overall 
rience so my expectation was that 
everything else being OK the comfort 
be compromised - but I was to be 
again by the Rio. After nearly three 
the car I did not feel any tiredness 
which did surprise me but is testament to 
care that Kia has put in to this car. 


So in search of a flaw I pushed the Rio 
around the Shropshire lanes to see if the 
suspension and steering had been the 
object of the bean counters’ revenge but, 
again, no. The Rio handles well and soaks up 
the bumps easily. So how does the Kia 
compare to the others in what is a very com¬ 
petitive sector of the market?

Plymouth kicked off on Sat¬ 
urday unsure what to 
expect from Stourbridge, 
they will arrive in the West 
Midlands knowing exactly 
what they are up against.

And in Ryan Rowe, they 
will face a striker whose all¬ 
action, eye-catching display 
suggests his career is begin¬ 
ning to climb an upward 
curve. The in-form forward 
was at the heart of a Stour¬ 
bridge performance that 
started poorly but ended 
with the men from the 
Southern League Premier 
Division unfortunate not to 
book a second-round spot at 
the first time of asking. 

They must have feared 
the worst when, just 24 
hours before the game, their 
specially-printed commem¬ 
orative shirts arrived with a 
missing ‘R’. 

And when they fell behind 
after four minutes, the boys 
from “Stoubridge” could 
have been forgiven for won¬ 
dering if the football gods 
had turned against them. 

For the first 20 minutes 
Hackett’s men chased 
shadows and a full interna¬ 
tional - Northern Ireland’s 
Warren Feeney - headed 
the Pilgrims ahead from a 
perfectly-delivered cross by 
former Kidderminster 
loanee Paul Bignot. 

But Stourbridge grew in 
confidence and drew level 
seven minutes before the 
break. Rowe’s shot on the 
turn was saved by Remain 
Larrieu but when Ben 
Billingham picked up the 
pieces, crossed to the far

Eight minutes after the 
restart Rowe raced onto 
Drake’s clever lofted pass 
and defeating the advanc¬ 
ing Larrieu with a delicious 
chip. 

A major slice of luck got 
the hosts level as player- 
boss Carl Fletcher’s shot 
took a horrible deflection 
and looped into the net. 

The part-timers looked 
out on their feet but found a 
second wind and when 
Rowe was dragged to the 
floor by Robbie Williams, a 
penalty gave them a chance 
to make history. The small¬ 
est man on the field, Sean 
Geddes, stood tall to bury 
the spot-kick and the dis¬ 
missal of Williams gave the 
visitors cause for hope. 

But there was one more 
twist as Plymouth left-back 
Onismor Bhasera danced 
his way into the box and 
struck a low shot past Solly. 

There was still time for 
Plymouth to be reduced to 
nine men when Conor Hori- 
hane was shown a second 
yellow card. 

At the end, Stourbridge 
began to comprehend not 
what they had lost, but 
what they had gained - 
respect, admiration, memo¬ 
ries - and the chance to go 
one better.
